Kinley at 11:40 Wednesday night, is- 
sued the following proclamation to the 
American people: 

To THE PKOPI.E OF THK UNITEO STATES OF 
AMERICA: 

At this lime v;hen to the yet fresh remem- 
brance of the unprecedented si^-cess which at- 
tended the operations of the United States 
fleet in the Hay of Manila cn the first day of 
May last, are added the tidings of the no less 
glorious achievements of the naval and mili- 
tary arms of our beloved country at Santiago 
de Cuba, it is fitting that wc should pause, 
and staying the feeling of exultation that loo 
naturally attends great deeds wrought by our 
countrymen in our country's caa.se. should 
reverently bow before the throne of Divine 
grace and give devout praise to God. who 
hohleth the nations in the hollow of His hands 
and worketh upon them the marvels of His 
high will, and who has thus far vouchsafed to 
tis the light of His face and led our bravo 
soldiers and seamen to victory. 

I therefore ask the people of the L'uited 
Stales upon next assembling for Divine wor- 
ship in their respective places of meeting tc 
offer thanksgiving to Almighty God. w ho. in 
His iu>crutible ways, now leading our hosts 
upon the waters to unscathed triumph, now 
guiding them in a strange land through the 
dread shadows of death to success, even though 
at a fearful cost, now bearing them wiihonl ac- 
cident or loss to far distant climes, has watch- 
ed over our cause and brought nearer the suc- 
cess of the right and the attainment of jusc 
and honorable peace.

There is N<i Possibility That Santiago 'Will 
He Ho^barded Thin 'Week — Gen. 
J’ando Kilters the City With 
Over G,000 Spaniards. 



Washington, July 0. — There was no 
bombardment of Sanliasro Tuesday and 
possibl}’ will not be during- the present 
week. This is the opinion of members i 
of the cabinet as expressed on leaving 
the W’hite House after the cabinet meet- 
ing. Secretary Alger and Secretary 
Long have been in almost constant 
communication with Gen. Shatter and 
Admiral Sampson upon the situation 
and the conclusion has been reached 
that it would not be advisable 
to attempt to carry the city of ‘'Santia- 
go by storm with otir pre.sent forces. 
Gen. Shatter, in a dispatch received 
Monday night, confirmed the report 
that (ien. I’ando with G.OOO Spaniards 
had arrived in the city, and 
were already distributed among 
the fortifications. This reinforce- 
ment makes the Spanish forces de- 
fending the city from 10,000 to 18.000. 
The very great advantage of being in- 
trenched adds materially to their 
strength, and in the opinion of mil- 
itary men makes their effective fight- 
ing force from a third to a 
half greater than our own. Gen. 
Shatter in his dispatches states 
that the e.vcessive heat and rains 
of the last two weeks have con- 
tributed nearly as much as the Span- 
ish bullets to the ineft'ectivenes.s of our 
armv*. L'nder these circumstances it 
is his opinion that it would be unwise 
to attempt to carry the city by assault. 
This view is shared by the ofticialh 
here and also it is understood bj’ Adm. 
Sampson, in command of tlie fleet 
At the cabinet meeting the 
president directed that tele 
grams l>e sent to Gen. Shafter 
and Adm. Sampson suggesting that 
they confer as to the situat.on and 
particularly as to the advisability of 
the admiral's attempt to force a pat* 
sage into Santiago bay and so >»e in a 
position to render effective aid in the 
assault upon the city. It is known to 
be Gen. Shafter's desire to have 
the fleet enter the harbor. Order* 
were also given looking to the 
immediate dispatch of troop sliips 
from Tampa with reinforcements for 
Shafter, and otiiers now off Santiago, 
will be brought here at the earliest 
possible moment to aid in the trans- 
portation of reinforcements. It is 
probable tha^. at least 1.5,000 will be 
sent forward as rapidly as transporta- 
tion can be provided. Thus augment- 
ed there seems to be nc 
doubt the forces under Gen. 
Shafter will be able to storir 
and take the city without delay. 
These are the views entertained by 
members of the cabinet, who talked 
freely Tuesday on the subject, Never- 
theless the orders under which both 
the army and navy are now operating 
give the commanders wide discretion 
and it is not doubted that should 
changed circumstances seem to war* 
rant it, an aggressive movement will 
be begun. 

A senator who talked "with the mili* 
tary officials said there was no doubt 
of the outcome if the American fleet 
could get inside the harbor and thus 
place the city between the land and sea 
bombardments. 

The arrival at Santiago of Gen. 
Pando with reinforcements for Li- 
nares occasioned some comment on the 
cour.se of (ien. Garcia and his Cuban 
troops in not holding Pando back, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact tliat Gen. 
Lawton’s brigade was co-operating 
with Garcia, but it is believed the lat- 
ter left Lawton in an embarrassed posi- 
tion. At the same time the disposi- 
tion of the authorities was mainly to 
meet the situation now presented, 
rather than to question how it came 
about. In meeting it the most active 
steps toward getting large reinforce- 
ments to Gen. Shafter were in progress.

At that time the Spanish flag ship 
and four other Spanish vessels had 
been aground and burning for two 
hours, and the only one of the escap- 
ing fleet which could not be seen at 
this point was the Christobal Colon.

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A SEA DISASTER. 



Tremendous Loss of Life by Sinkina* ol 
a French Steamer Off Sable Island, 



Women and Children Had 'So Show foi 
Their Lives— Men Fous:ht Like AVild 
Beasts for Places in the Life 
Boats — A Sad Storj. 




Hamfax, N. is., July 7.— The ship 
Cromarty.shire, in tow of the Allan 
steamer Grecian, came into the har^ 
bor early Wednesday with her bow 
stove in and partlj’ dismasted. She 
had been in collision with the French 
steamer La Bourg-og-ne off Sable island. 
The latter sank with 7J5 people. Two 
hundred were, saved. 

La Bourg-og-ne sailed from New York 
July 2 for Uavre. A larg-e number of 
her passeng-ers were Americans. 

Only one woman survivor is among 
the saved. The only officers saved 
were the purser and three engineers 
Thirty men belonging to the crew 
were al.so picked up. The remainder 
of the 200 saved are passengers. 

The collision occurred at 4 o’clock 
in the morning of July 4. A heavy 
fog prevailed and the crash came al- 
most without warning. Most of the 
pa.sscngers were in the staterooms. So 
quickly did the vessel founder that a 
number of these did not even have 
time to reach the deck and died in 
their state room.s. 

The woman saved was Mrs. A. D. 
Lacasse, of I'lainville, X. J. She was 
picked up by her husband and placed 
on a life raft. She clung to the raft 
until picked up. Another woman was 
with her, but was washed off the raft 
by the seas and drowned. 

Capt. De L'Once stood cfn the bridge 
of his shin as she went down. He re- 
fused to leave the vessel and per- 
ished. 

The captain of the Cromartt'shire 
said: ‘‘When mj' ship was GO miles off 

South Sable Island she was on tiic port 
tack heading west by northwest under 
reduced canvas, going four or five 
knots an hour. The foghorn was kept 
continuously* blowing. 

“Shortly after 4 a. m. I heard a 
steamer’s whistle on our weather bow, 
which seemed to be nearing us very 
fast. I blew our horn and was an- 
swered by the steamer's whistle. 

“.Suddenly a steamer loomed up 
through the fog on our port bow and 
crashed into us. going at terrible speed. 

••(>ur foremast and main topgallant 
mast were carried away. I immedi- 
ately ordered the boats out and went 
to examine the damage. 1 found that 
our bow had bt'en completely cut off 
and the plates twisted into every con- 
ceivable shape. Some of the men saved 
from the French ship say that our ship 
struck them amidships, making a ter- 
rific rent in her side. The steamer ca- 
reened over and went down side way's. 

“There was scarcely an instant left 
to escape from the fearful vortex, 
which sucked down the trembling peo- 
ple who managed to gain the deck. 
Nearly all the passengers were in their 
night robes. With wild, despairing 
shrieks and screams they clutched 
vainly at the life belts to save them- 
.selves from the awful deep. 

The scene enacted on board La Bour- 
gogne just after the collision was ter- 
rible to witness. Men fought for po- 
sitions in the boats like raving mani- 
acs; men were forced back and tram- 
pled upon by* the human beasts, who 
invoked the first law of nature and 
made self-preservation their first ob- 
ject. On board were a large 
number of Italians and other 
foi'eigners, who cared little for 
human life. These fiends stopped 
at nothing. In one boat was 
a party of 40 women, but so great was 
the panic that not a hand was raised 
to assist in her launching. The occu- 
pants so near safety* were drowned like 
rats, when the ship, witii an awful 
hissing sound, went down with hun- 
dreds of lives. So desperate was the sit- 
uation that a passenger drew his 
knife and made a thrust at one who. 
like himself was endeavoring to reach 
the boats. Immediately the action 
was imitateti in every* direction. 
Knives were flourished with deadly* ef- 
fect. Women and children were driv- 
en back to an inevitable death at the 
points of weapons, the owners of which 
were experts in their use.

age. 295; total, 7*25; saved, 20U; lost, 
525.

HAWAII ANNEXED. 



Th« Resolutions Passed the Senate by 
A'oted of 42 to 21 — The Aote H'as 
Reached Ouite Unexpectedly. 



Washi.ngton, July 7. — The annexa- 
tion of Hawaii is now accomplished so 
far as the legislative branch of the 
government is concerned. 

Quite unexpectedly the resolutions 
providing for the annexation of the 
islands were brought to a vote in the 
senate late Wednesday afternoon, and 
they were passed by the decisive vote 
of 42 to 21. 

Early in Wednesday’s session of the 
senate conferences of the leaders on 
both sides of the chamber were held 
and a tacit agreement was reached 
that a vote should be taken Thursday 
or F riday* at the latest. The opponents 
of anne.xation practically* had con- 
cluded their arguments, and as they 
had no desire to keep the senate in 
session by* purely dilitory* tactics, 
they announced their willingness that 
a vote should be taken as soon as Mr. 
White, Mr. Pettigrew and Mr. Allen 
had finished their speeches. 

Neither Mr. White nor Mr. Petti- 
grew spoke at great length, but Mr. 
Allen thought that when he began 
that his si>eech might occupy* the re- 
mainder of the day and part of Tluirs- 
day*. However, he concluded to elim- 
inate a part of the matter he had pre- 
pared, aud at 4:15 he completed his 
speecli. 

It was evident instantly* that a vote 
was at hand. The word was passed 
swiftly* through the corridor.^ and com- 
mittee rooms and in a few minutes 
every senator at the capitol was in his 
seat. The galleries filled rapidly* and 
members of the house of representa- 
tives learning that a vote was to be 
taken, came hurriedly to tlie senate 
side of the great marble pile to wit- 
ness proceeedings that will be historic. 

The test vote came upon an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. White, of Cali- 
fornia. It was offered with no expec- 
tation that it would be adopted but 
merely to place the ideas and opinions j 
of the opponents of annexation on rec- j 
ord. It was rejected by* a vote of 43 to I 
20, indicating that the annexationists j 
were strongly in the majority*. j 

Amendment after amendment was ' 
offered but the advocates of the reso- 
lutions stood solidly* together, gaining 
ratiier than losing strength on the suc- 
cessive votes. 

Finally at 5:00 p. m., the resolutions 1 
themselves, in precisely tlic form in { 
which they were received from the j 
house of representatives, were reported j 
to the senate and the roll call began. 
Intense interest was manifested by ev- 
ery spectator. Not a so^d was to be 
heard in the chamber e.xcept the call 
of the clerk and the responses of the 
senators. ^Vhen the vice president 
announced the vote by which the reso- 
lutions were passed a tremendous 
wave of applause swept through the 
galleries, which the vice president 
made no effort to clicck. Those who 
had advocated the resolutions ex- 
pressed tlieir pleasure by* shaking 
hands with one another, and on all 
sides evident relief was shown that 
the end had come. For a few minutes 
so much good nalured confusion ex- 
isted that the dignity of the senate 
was threatened, but Vice President 
Hobart quietly reminded senators that 
the session was not yet at an end.

Off Santiago de Cuba, July 4, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 0. — Adm. Cer- 
vera held a consultation with his offi- 
cers before coming out of the harbor 
of Santiago, and by a small majority 
the move was agreed upon. The mi- 
nority said that destruction was sure, 
as many of the firemen had mutinied 
and the best men in the fleet were 
worn out by serving the guns in the 
shore batteries. 

Early* on the morning of the sortie 
careful observations were taken of the 
sea, east and west. Adm. Cervera de- 
cided upon taking the westward 
course with Manzanillo, Cienfuegos or 
if possible Havana the port to be 
reached. He would have gone east but 
for the sighting of a large transport 
fleet off Siboney and the assurance 
th.*it a convoy* of war vessels was still 
with the transports. 

Naval men here are sure that the 
Spanish vessels could have disabled or 
sunk the New York and escaped had 
the eastward course been chosen. 

It was feared for a time by* many 
that some of the sailors and officers 
who swam ashore from the Vizcaya, 
the Aliniraute Oquendo and the Maria 
Teresa were killed by the insurgents, 
who were seen in the chapparel near 
the bcAch. This could not be verified 
at this writing as no accurate estimate 
of the loss to the Spanish fleet was ob- 
tainable. 



THE MAINE AVENGED. 



The Destruction of Spanish Ships Remind- 
ed Commander 4Valnwrlg:bt of a 
Similar Scene ac Havana. 



Off Santiago de Cuba, July .5, via 
Port Antonio, Jamaica, July G, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 6. — The first 
and only statement concerning the re- 
cent naval battle made by the Spanish 
commander, Adm. Cervera, was to a 
correspondent on board the battleship 
Iowa. It was as follows: 

“1 would rather lose my ships at sea, 
like a sailor, than in a harbor. It was 
the only thing left for me to do. 

Port Antonio, Jamaica, July 5, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 6. — For hours 
after Adm. C-ervera went aboard the 
Gloucester the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
Almirante Oquendo and Vizcaya con- 
tinued to burn, and every* now aad 
then a desp roar, accomnanied by* a 
burst of flame and smoke from the 
sides of the ship would announce the 
explosion of more ammunition or an- 
other magazine. 

As the flames shot higher and higher 
above the decks of the magnificent 
vessels that had composed Adm. Cer- 
vera’s fleet, many of those who wit- 
nessed the scene felt it had a strong 
connection with the destruction of the 
American battleship Maine in Havana 
harbor five month’s ago. Lieut. Com- 
mander Wainwright, the commander 
of the Gloucester, was executive 
officer on the Maine at the time 
of the disaster and, although 
he remained in Havana harbor 
two months after the e.xplosion, he 
lived on board the dispatch boat Fern 
and steadfastly* refused to set foot 
within the city* until, to use his own 
words, the time should come when he 
could go ashore at the head of a land-

Off Santiago de Cuba, July 4, 6. p. 
m., via Kingston, Jamaica, July 6. — 
After a chase of 00 miles to the west- 
ward, the Brooklyn, closely* followed 
by* the Oregon, overhauled the Cristo- 
bal Colon after she had run ashore and 
had hauled down her flags. Capt. 
Cook, of the Brooklyn, went on 
board of her and the commander 
of the SpaiiFjh armored cruiser came 
forward to surrender and was taken on 
board the New York, which came up 
an hour after the Brooklyn and Oregon 
had completed the capture of the Cris- 
tobal Colon. The latter was not seri- 
ously damaged, though she was struck 
several times by shots from the Brook- 
lyn and Oregon. 

During the chase a clever maneuver 
of Commodore Schley* in heading due 
west to Cape Caney, while the Cristo- 
bal Colon had taken a more southerly 
direction with a much greater distance 
to cover rendered the Spaniards es- 
cape impossible. There seems to be 
no doubt that the Cristobal Colon, and 
perhaps the other three Spanish armor- 
ed cruisers would have escaped 
had it not been for the prompt action 
of Commodore Schley*. The Brookly*n, 
his flagship, alone was in a position to 
attack the Spanish vessels as they* left 
the harbor and the commodore steamed

Before Santiago, July Z, via King.s- 
ton, July* 4. — The fighting during the 
last two day*s has cost the American 
army* 1,700 men. This estimate is made 
by* the surgeons at division headquar- 
ters after careful figuring by the sur- 
geons at the hospitals. 

The list of wounded, as made no at 
division headquarters, is very large in 
proportion to the list of those killed 
outright. 

Probably less than 100, all told, of 
the number of wounded have died, 
making the total number of deaths in 
the neighborhood of 150. The re- 
mainder of the wounded will probably 
recover. 

Considering the fact that not over 
12,000 men were engaged on our side, 
and that not all of these were actually 
under fire, the percentage of loss is 
very heavy*. The slaughter was brought 
about mainly by the gallantry* w*:th 
which our troops advanced into tiie 
open ground in the face of a heavy* tire 
from the bpanish entrenchments aud 
rifle pits.

First RescJiir Session. * 



Washington. July 1.— Sen atk-Luc Thurs- 
day afternoon the senate cleared the legisla- 
tive decks for what may be the final action up- 
on the Hawaiian annexation resolutions. 
Through its action Thursday the last of the 
appropriation bills that has been pending in 
conference was disposed of and was a law be- 
fore midnight. After a debate lasting three 
hours the senate finally receded from its 
amendments to the sundry civil and adopted 
the conference report on Indian appropriation 
bilL Mr . Alli.soii (la.) in charge of the bilLs, 
explained that it was neces.sary that the re- 
ports should be agreed to Thursday, as that 
was the last day of the fiscal year. He i>ointed 
out that if the bills were not law.s by mid- 
night. they would have to be passed again by 
the two branches of congres.s. 



House — An attempt to secure the passage 
of the bill to incorporate the International 
American bank met with determinetl opposi- 
tion Thur.sday in the house. Pilibu-stering 
was Indulged in. but it was not ef- 
fective in preventing the consideration 
of the bill. Adjournment, howevecr. was 
forced before a vote upon the measure 
could be reached. It will be urged Friday 
The house Thursday adopted the report upon 
the Indian appropriation bill, insisted unani- 
mously upon its disagreements to the senate 
amendments to the sundry civil bill and sent 
the general deficiency bill to conference. 



Washington. July 2.— Sen.\te -For nearly 
six hours Friday the senate had under discus- 
sion the Hawaiian annexation resolutions. 
The first formal speech in favor of the resolu- 
tion was delivered by Mr. Pettus (dem.. Ala.). 
His address was strong and patriotic. As a 
democrat he maintained that the question 
was in no sense a parly issue, 

but the proposition was one which 

ought to command, in the circumstances, the 
support of men of all parties He had a heat- 
ed colloquy with Mr. Caffery (dem.. La.), in 
the course of which the latter intimated that 
the Alabama senator was ufHlcted with senil- 
ity. Mr. Pettus’ retort was vigorous and re- 
•sentful of what he termed an insult Mr. Caf- 
fery sub-sequently disclaimed an3* intention of 
insulting Mr. Pettus. 



HoTj.se — Friday’s session of the house was of 
little legislative interest. A few private bills 
were passed and some conference reports of 
minor importance were adopted, .\djourn- 
ment, which involved the abandonment of the 
evening pension session, was taken until 
Tuesday. Mr. McCleary (rep., Minn.), of the 
committee on banking and currency, who 
presented the recent report ui>on the banking 
and currency bill, aro.se in the house to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege, reading from a 
Washington paper in which the committee 
was charged with plugarism in taking much of 
its report from the June number of the Jour- 
nal of Banking. He denied the charge. 



Wa.shington. July .5.— Senate The senate 
was the only house of congress in session Mon- 
(iaj‘. Kesolution.s calling upon the secretary of 
war for Information as to experiments with 
explosives and inventions were passed and 
consideration of the Hawaiian resolutions was 
resumed. Mr. Allen (Neb.) opposed the reso- 
lution. He laid down the proposition that 
annexation involved the abandonment of 
the Monroe doctrine aud the traditional 
foreign policy of this country. He de- 
clared that Porto Rico. Cuba aud the Phil- 
ippines should be made independent. Spain 
should pay the entire cost of the war and the 
war should not end with an.v increase of this 
government’s territorial posses.sions. At noon 
Senator Turpie (Ind.) read the Declaration of 
Independence. During the session a large 
number of iiension bills were passed. 



Washi.ngton. July 6 --Senate The debate 
upon the Hawaiian resolutions continued in 
the .senate. Three speeches were made. Mr. 
Hoar (Mass ) in advocating annexation made a 
notable speech against it. and auj* policj* of 
general territorial expansion a^> a sequence to 
the war. Mr. Lind.'say (Ky.) opposed the reso- 
lutions directing his attack principally against 
their constitutionalit.v. Mr. White (Cal.) re- 
sumed his speech in opposition. 



House— Representative Berry, of Kentucky, 
a member of the house committee on foreign 
affairs. Tuesday introduced the following joint 
resolution: “Joint re.solutlon tendering the 

thanks of congress to .Schley, U. S. N.. and the 
officers and men under his command. 
Resolved, That the thanks of congress 
and of the American people are hereb.v ten- 
dered to Commodore .Schley. U. S. N.. and the 
officers and men under his command, for their 
heroic and distinguished conduct in destroy- 
ing the Spanish fleet in Cuban waters on the 
third of July last." The resolution was re- 
ferred to the naval affairs committt'e. 



Washington. July 7.— Senate Pettigrew’s 
resolutions to annex the islands of Hawaii 
passed the senate late Wednesday afternoon 
by a vote of 42 to 21. The resolutions as pa.ssed 
were precisely as they passed the house. The 
president of the senate and speaker of the 
house signed the document, and the president 
will attach his signature Thursday. Several 
amendments were voted down. 



House. — The house Wednesday, after a de- 
bate of four hours concurred in the senate 
amendment to the general deficiency bill au- 
thorizing the secretary of the interior, the 
attorney general and the secretary of the 
treasury to settle, with the approval of the 
president the indebtedness of the Central and 
Western Pacific roads to the government. The 
amendment was concurred in by a 
vote of 9ft to 8C. An amendment was 
offered and adopted to the I’acific railroad 
amendment providing that unless settlement 
was reached within one year, the president 
should begin foreclosure proceedings to col- 
lect all money due the government. During 
the day Messrs Hilborn (rep. Cal.). McRae 
(dem. Ark.). Newlands (silver. Ncv.). Castle 
(pop. Cal.), Barlow (pop. CjI.). Devries 
(deni. Cul.). Fleming (dem. Ga. ) spoke in op- 
position while Messrs Grow (rep. Pa.) Gros- 
venor (rep. O.). Hepburn (rep Ia.> and 
Cannon (rep. 111..) supported the 
amendment. The conference reports upon the 
bills to increase the force of the ordnance de- 
partment and to protect harbor defenses and 
fortifications against injury were adopted. 
The bill granting an American registry to the 
steamship Titania of San Francisco was 
passed, as was also another authurizing the 
construction of a bridge over the Yalobusha 
river in LeFlore county. Mis.s.. by the Yazoo 
& Mi.ssis-iippi Valley R. R. At -l:.Vi p. m. the 
house adjourned. 



Coal Minerii Strike. 

I'lNEVii.EE, Ey., July G. — All miners 
at Bear Creek coal mines, whicli are 
‘being’ operated by Michig’an capital- 
ists. are on a strike, and are leaving- 
for Americus, Ga., mines. Tlie cause 
of the strike was over tlie company 
discharging a union man. About 2.50 
men compose the strike. The sheriff 
has attached several of the miners’ 
household goods who arc leaving the 
state, and this has delayed the miners 
from leaving, but they settled with the 
sheriff Tuesday afternoon and will go 
away at once.

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THE LUMP FISH. 



Inffainly in Slinpe. Hut llenutifnl in 
Color — A S|ie<*iiiien Aow at llie 
Ae»v Vork A«|uarluni. 



Among a number of fish lately re- 
ceived at the aquarium is a lump fisli, 
from Gravesend l>ny. The lump fish is 
ungainly in shape and clums3'’in .action, 
but its coloring makes it beautiful. 
Looked at broadside on, its outline is 
something like that of a flat fish, but, 
in the cross section, the lump fish is 
something like a tall triangle, running 
up to a point at the toj) and ocing 
thickest near the lower part of the 
body, while almost flat across the belly. 
On the under part of the body, just back 
of the head, the lump fish hasasuekiug 
disk, by means of which it attaches it- 
self to rocks or any other object. Some- 
times it lies on the bottom. It has a 
small head and mouth and little eyes. 

The lump fish is sometimes green 
and sometimes Itrown in color. Tiie one 
now at the aquarium, which is .about 
half grown and si.v or .seven inches in 
length, is a green fish. On some parts 
of the body the green shades into gray, 
but green is the fish’s distinguishing 
color, shading from a copj)ery green 
into a paler tint and so into the gray. 
l"he colors are not dull, but they are 
without luster. 

The aquarium has had at different 
times two or three lump fish before this 
one. but none of thetii lived long. It is 
a fish difficult to keep in captivity, and 
none of tliose here befoia* could be jn'r- 
suaded to cal. 'I'liis fine, however, is 
eating with a pretty fair appetite. It 
lives at present on shrijups. which are 
partly stunned before f)laeing them in 
the water, which ituikesil easier for the 
lump fish li) get them. It eats shrimps 
in natnre wher» if gets a chance, clo.s- 
ing np on them gradually when they 
lie motionless on a stone or spile, .and 
finally with a sudden motion nabbing 
them. Tt \vo\ild do it here if it had a 
chance. As it is, Ihe shrimp are fed to it. 

The lump fish is perlia])s attached by 
its disk to t lie side of tlie tank near the 
bottom. A deadened shrini|) is dropped 
into the water at the to[). The lump 
fish appeal’s to know instantly of its 
presence; it inelies up <i little on the 
side of tlie t.auk. still, however, keep- 
ing its hold. Hu‘ t he shrimp continues 
to drop down straight through tlie wa- 
ter. and the lump fish waits for it. H'he 
shrimp comes so close that the 
fish can get it by bending its head 
to one side without letting go. lint 
other shrimps may have a little more 
life and drop through the water bi-yoml 
reach, and tlie luui|» fish lets go and 
swims off to get them, most likely com- 
ing back to attach itself to the wall 
again, but up nearer the top. 

The lump fisli is slow in movement 
and not quick ill its eatiug. The shrimp 
is naturally verj' quick in its move- 
ments, as is shown here in a curious 
way. A shrimp that had been parially 
stunned, and had been taken in by the 
lump fish, recovered its strength in the 
•fish's mouth and liefore it had been 
swallowed, and before the languid fish 
could close its mouth the shrimp had 
flashed out and darted aWa3'. — X. Y. 
Sun.

Prof. J. J. Kdgerton, of the Iowa ag- 
ilcul'iural college, has been making a 
special study of the methods for har- 
nessing a horse so as to get the best re- 
sults. It is an old and popular idea, ht 
sa\s, that a loaded wagon will draw 
<-asier \\ hen the greater part of the load 
j is placed over the front wheels. As a 
j rule, the horse will do his work more 
j easily if he is placed near it; there be- 
1 ing less lost motion. The driver also 
j \\ ill be able to keep his operations more 
i completely under his control. In the 
; case just cited the opposite of the gen- 
i eral supposition is true. This is due to 
a difference in the size of the fore and 
hind >\iieels. The surface over which 
a load is drawn being more or less thick- 
ly set with obstacles over which the 
wheels must pass, it stands to reason 
that a wheel with a diameter of live feet 
w ill be much more easily raised over a 
given obstacle than will one of four 
feet; the leverage being so much great- 
er in the first case. If we suppose the 
load brought to a curbstone six inches 
in height, over wliich. it must be raised, 
the lead on the five-foot wheels will be 
brought over one-third easier than an 
cqu.al load on the four-foot wheels, be- 
cause the leverage in the first case is 
one-third greater. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that the present ten- 
dency toward low-wheeled wagons is a 
move altogether in the wrong direction, 
for the greater w idth of tire preventing 
I the wheel from sinking so deeply lute 
; soft ground, lessening the height Ic 
i which the load must be lifted, helps tc 
counterbalance the evil tendency.—
